In contemplation of the winter offensive, a secret agreement has been concluded 
between Lin Piao and Fu ten Man 'fu, chairman of the Cast Mongolian Autonomy 
Government. Th ey agreed t hat two cavalry divisions were to be dispatched from 
Bast Mongolia Note: It is not known whether source means the eastern 

part of Outer Mongolia, ov whether he refers to the area around Mangyehmiao 
(122-01, 46 -O 5 ) , headquarters of the East Mongolian autonomy Government). These 
divisions would have Mongolian officers and six to ten Chinese Communists as 
directing and liaison officers.
